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DETAILED ACTION 

Upon further consideration, the Examiner would like to retract the previous 
Election requirement and replace it with the following requirement for Election. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a 
physiological or body-related condition. 

Species II, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a non- 
physiological condition. 

2. The species are independent or distinct because they monitor non-related 
parameters and require different equipment. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-3, 20-43, 53-58, 66-71 , and 80-102 are 
generic. 
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3. Should Applicant elect Species I, the following sub-election is also required from 
among the following sub-species. 

Species l-A, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a sleep 
condition. 

Species l-B, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a 
respiratory condition. 

Species l-C, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a 
cardiovascular system condition. 

Species l-D, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a nervous 
system condition. 

Species l-E, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a blood 
chemistry condition. 

Species l-K directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a muscle 
system condition. 

Species l-G, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a patient- 
history condition. 

Species l-H, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a patient- 
reported condition. 

Species l-l, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a condition 
used to verify the prediction of disordered breathing. 

Species l-J, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring patient 
posture.

Species ll-A, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring an 
environmental condition. 

Species ll-B, directed to predicting disordered breathing by monitoring a 
contextual condition.
